JACKSONVILLE, Fia., January 25.—The 


contest between Oorbett and Mitchell 
for the championship of the world and 
$20,000 took piace this afternoon. The 
order of Judge Call enjoining the 
Sheriff from interfering with the flght 
left the Governor no option but to 
order the troops dispersed. 


THE BATTLE GBOONDS. 


The flght took place out on the sand 


dunes of East Jacksonville. A white- 
washed fence there surrounds the in- 
olosure, whose circumference is half a 
mile, and inside a barn-like room 
overs the ring in which the battle was 
fought. Away from its side and up- 
ward sloped benches for spectators 
ibove whose heads was the sky alone. 


Couriers mounted on Texan ponies 


were ready at hand to carry the news 
from the ring to the telegraph wires 
t/wo miles away. 


The capacity of the amphitheater is 


3,000, and while there were some empty 
spots here and there, the crowd seemed 
well-nigh large enough for the space. 


IN THE BINS. 


The principals, with their attendants, 


entered the ring at 1:25, and each 
shared tumultous applause as he put 
in an appearance. 


Snapper Garrison was chosen as the 


official time-keeper for the club. 


Referee Kelley and the police exam- 


ined the gloves and pronounced them 
satisfactory. 
The excitement was now at a fever 


heit. 


Referee Kelly appeared on the plat- 


form, shook hands with the fighters, 
called them to the center of the ring 
and instructed them as to their con- 
duct daring the fight. 


THE FIQHT. 


Time was called at 1:45 o'clock. 
First round—Corbett led with his 


left on Mitchell's chin. They clinched 
and exchanged body blows, and Jim 
reached Mitchell's left eye heavily. 
Corbett upper cut Mitchell and landed 
with his right on his ribs, Mitchell 
reaching Jim's chin. Mitchell got in 
on Corbett's neck, when Jim landed a 
right and right again just as time was 
called. 


Second round—There was a wild ex- 


change and a clinch, Corbett upper 
cutting his man as they came together. 
Mitchell landed dead on Jim's chin, 
and as Mitchell came in there was a 
sharp rally, with Corbett having the 
best of it. Mitchell got in twiue on 
Corbett's neck. Corbett knocked him 
down twice in succession. The gong 
saved Mitchell. 


Third round—Mitchell came 
up 


rather groggy. Corbett rushed at him 
and swung his right and left heavily 
on Mitchell's neck. 
Mitchell went 


down and it took full time for him to 
rise. As he did so Corbett rushed at 
him like a tiger. Mitchell clinched, 
Corbett threw him off a^c1 floored him 
with a stiff facer. Aatuu he took all 
tbe time to rise and when he advanced 
toward Corbett the latter swung his 
right with deadly effect on Mitchell's 
nose. Mitchell reeled and fell on his 
race helpless. The referee counted 
one, 
two, three, four, five, six, seven, 


eight, nine, ten, and Mitchell was de- 
clared out. 


Mitchell's face at the end of the 


third round was covered with blood, 
and he was carried to his corner in a 
helpless condition. The time of the 
light was nine minutes. 


COKBETT DECLARED VICTOB, 


The referee declared Corbett winner 


of the ma.tcb and champion of tbe 
world. 
The flght was all 
Corbett, 


though Mitchell made a show in the 
first round. 


The men did not shake hands at the 


beginning of the flght. The referee 
called upon them to do so, but neither 
responded. 


It was a short, sharp and decisive 


flght, and it was a foregone conclusion 
from tbe moment the men stepped to 
the center of the ring that Corbett's 
hatred of the Englishman, coming to 
the surface, prevented him from shak- 
ing hands with the man who had so 
uniformly abused and insulted him. 


There was all but murder in Cor- 


bett's eyes as they faced each other, 
and the intense feeling of hatred al- 
most gave the fight to Mitchell on a 
foul.

Charles Mitchell at Jacksonville, 
Florida, yesterday for a parse of $20,- 
000, defeated John L. Sullivan in Sep- 
tember, 1892, in a match for $20,000 
stakes and a purse of $25,000, Corbett, 
who is 28 years of age, is the son of a 
San Francisco livery stable keeper.

CHICAGO, January 25.—Senator Jones

Ask your druggist for Ayer's out, and added, " We will see whether 


The Case of the State •»•„ Dan 


for Hexlstlwgr an Officer. 


The District Court room was crowded 


yesterday daring the trial of Dan 
O'Keefe, charged with resisting an offi- 
cer in the discharge of his duty. The 
defendant was represented by J. L. 
Wines and Hon. Win. Woodbnrnr and 
the State by District Attorney Curler 
and Judge Curler. 


The first venire of fifty jurors was 


exhausted and only eleven jurymen 
secured. At this point Messrs. Wines 
and Woodburn moved that farther 
proceedings in the case be dismissed 
upon the grounds that; the indictment 
was defective. This motion was over- 
ruled. 


Another venire was called and the 


twelfth juryman selected, when, the 
trial was begun. 


The first witnesb upon the part of 


the State was Justice of the Peace 
Lynn, who testified with reference to 
the issuance of the warrant for the ar- 
rest of Dan O'Keefe, in the serving of 
which the trouble took place. 


The next witness called was Deputy 


Constable Frank Brundrige. The de- 
fendant's attorneys objected to the 
question asked Jay the District Attor- 
ney as to- his official position, claiming 
that the best evidence was the certifl' 
cate of appointment, duly flled and re- 
corded, together with his oath of office. 
The obj&ction was sustained, and while 
these were being procured the witness 
stepped down and Constable Dickey 
was called, who testified with regard to 
appointing Officers 
Brundrige and 


Campbell. Officer Brundrige then re- 
sumed the stand and the evidence of 
his appointment produced. The de- 
fendant's attorneys objected, on tech- 
nical grounds, to the manner in which 
the appointments had been filed, and 
also the abbreviation of the officers' 
names therein, both of which were 
overruled and exceptions taken. 


The witness then testified substan- 


tially as follows: On the night of the 
trouble I was present in the Justice 
Court-room when District Attorney 
Curler drew ap the complaint charging 
Dan O'Keefe with resisting an officer. 
O'Keefe was also present, together with 
Constable Dickey, Justice Linn, Officer 
Campbell and many others.

Officers 
Campbell and Dickey then got the 
warrant and the witness saw O'Keefe 
struggling with them and resisting 
them. They were trying to read it. 
Witness testified that he then took 
Monihan, the prize fighter, over to jail 
and did not see anything further. 


In cross examination the witness 


stated that he did not tell O'Keeleat 
the time or dcu-ing that evening that he 
was a public officer and did not hear 
either Dickey or Campbell say to him 
that they were. 


The court then took a recess at 4:30 


o'clock until 7. 


EVENING SESSION. 


The court resumed the trial at 7 


o'clock. A number of witnesses were 
called who testified substantially the 
same as Officer Brundrige concerning 
the facts 
Among these were Officer 


Campbell, Justicf Linn, C. L.^ Wright 
and District Attorney Curler, after 
which the State rested its caso. 


The first witness for the defense was 


W. P. McLaughlin, who testified in re- 
buttal concerning the fact of going on 
the bond of Monahan, and whether 
that night he had been asked by Dan 
O'Keefe to go on his bond. 


John Flynn was the next witness. He 


testified that he was present during 
the trouble in the Justice's court- 
room. That he stood near O'Keefe 
and saw Brundrige approach him with 
the warrant. That he did not see 
O'Keefe reach toward his hip pocket as 
if to get a gun. 


Dan O'Keefe was then placed on the 


stand. He testified that he had been a 
resident of Washoe county for nineteen 
years and for six years had been pro- 
prietor of the Grand Central Hotel. 
That on the evening of the 6th of De- 
cember he was in the Justice's court- 
room. 
That Brundrige approached 


him with a paper and stated that he 
had a warrant for his arrest. That 
Brundrige did not say he was an offi- 
cer and that he (O'Keefe) did not know 
he was an officer. 
That if he had 


known so he would not have resisted. 
That he struck the paper out of his 
hand saying, "I don't want to have 
anything to do with you." That after- 
wards he told Dickey, "I am your pris- 
oner if you want me." That he also 
said the same to District Attorney 
Curler. That he was not arrested. 


The prosecution waived cross-exam- 


ination and the court took a recess at 
8:30 o'clock until 10 A. at. to-day.

The American Bi-Metallio League 


las issued the following: 


Any person who is in favor of restor- 


ng free bi-metallic coinage in the 
United States, and is willing to cooper- 
ate to this end, may become a member 
of tho American Bi-metallic League by 
sending to the secretary his name and 
address. The annual fee of $1 entitles 
a member to all the publications of the 
league. 


The constitution of the league pro- 


vides for the formation of local or sub- 
ordinate leagues throughout the United 
States; and it is highly important that 
leagues be organized in every city, 
town, city and country school district 
in the United States. 


^The silver question is admittedly the 


paramount issue before the country at 
this time, and it stands so related to 
everything el&e that nothing can be 
settled until this question is settled 
and settled rightly. The first question 
for the people to determine, therefore, 
is w'aether they will carry on business 
and pay debts and taxes by the single 
standard of gold, with the knowledge 
before them that gold, as a money 
standard, is constantly increasing in 
value, or whether they will demand 
that the constitutional standard of gold 
and silver shall be restored. 


The organization of leagues to ac- 


complish this end is as simple as it is 
important. All that is necessary to 
form a local league is for those willing 
to become members to enroll their 
names as subscribers to the constitution 
of the league. Only such local fees as 
may be required to defray local expen- 
ses need be assessed, and if all the 
members of the local league do not 
wish to join the parent league, they can 
authorize as many of their officers or 
members as they think best to join the 
parent league with the understanding 
that for each dollar sent to the parent 
league a full set of all the publications 
of the league will, from time to time, 
be sent to the subscribers for the use 
of the local league. 


While the Bi-metallic league is itself 


non-partisan, and is composed of men 
of all parties, we nevertheless believe 
the prosperity of our common country 
and the saving of the homes of the peo- 
ple is of far more importance than the 
upbuilding or perpetuation of any 
political party as such, and it is earn- 
estly recommended that the line of 
action marked out at the recent con- 
ference held in Washington, be fol- 
lowed by all the leagues, and especially 
in the election of members of the 
fifty-fourth Congress. 


Will not the friends of this most 


important issue now before the people 
move in the organization of local 
leagues ? 


It is not only important to organize 


leagues, but to hold regular meetings, 
as often, at any rate, as every two 
weeks to discuss the question and to 
read public important papers.

PRICES OF FARM PRODUCTS. 


Official Beport Comparing; tba ATCKDC* «ff 


Tbls Tear With Other Yean. 


The statistical returns of the depart- 


ment of agriculture for the month of 
December are principally devi-ted to th* 
indication of the average of the prices 
of the varions products of the farm at 
the points of production or In the near- 
est local markets. As thns indicated, the 
valr.e of corn is 37 cents per bushel, 
which is 2.4 cents lower than the corre- 
eponcling price of last year, which was 
89.4 cpnts per bushel, a fignre which cor- 
responds nearly wiEh the average farm 
price of corn for the decade 1880 to 1889, 
inclnsive, which was 39.3, and is 0.1 
cents lower than the average for the 
three years 1800 to 1892. 


The average price of wheat is 62.1 


cents per bushel. The next lowest price 
in the 23 years from 1870 to 1893, in- 
clusive, was 64.0 cents in 1884. The 
average for the-10 years 1880 to 1889 
was 82.7 while for the three years 1890 
to 1892 it was 76.6. The decline from 
the average of the last three preceding 
years, in two of which, 1891 and 1892, 
occurred the largest yields in the his- 
tory of the country, was 24.5 cents, or 33 
per cent. 


The returns make the general price 


per bushel of rye 51.8 cents, which is 3 
cents lower than that of last year and 
5.2 cents lower than the average during 
the past decade. 


The average farm price of oats, as re- 


turned for December, 1893, is 28.8 cents 
per bushel, which is 2.9 cents lower than 
last year and 1.4 cents less than the 
average price during the past decade. 


The average farm price of barley is the 


lowest on record, the price being report- 
ed at 40.6 cents, against 47.2 cents a year 
ago, 54 cents in 1891, 64.8 cents in 1890 
and 42.7 cents in 1889. 


Unlike the other cereals, the farm 


pr co of buckwheat per bushel is the 
highest bince 1883; the average price of 
buckwheat per bushel is the highest sinco 
1888. 


The average plantation price of cotton, 


as shown by the department reports, 
was, on Dec. 1, C.99 cents per pound, aa 
against 8.4 cents on the same date last 
year, showing a decline of 140-100 cents. 
Notwithstanding the unfavorable indica- 
tions as to yield aa reported for the cur- 
rent year, this price is 1 1-10 cents lower 
than tho average plantation price for the 
seven preceding years, during which the 
range was from 8.6cents to 7.3 cents; av- 
erage, 8.2 cents.

THE FATHER OF THE HOUSE. 


Representative O'Nelll'n Death Transfers 


tlio Distinction to Silver Dollar Bland. 
Distinction aa "father of the house," 


which was enjoyed by the late Repre- 
sentative Charles O'Neill of Philadel- 
phia since the death of his colleague, 
Judge William D. Kelley, has now de- 
scended to the paternal progenitor of 
the silver bill known as tho "ulandaet,'' 
or the "dollar of the daddies" bill. In 
continuous service tho Hon. Richard 
Parks Bland of Missouri is the father of 
the house, although in age and length of 
experience in congressional affairs sev- 
eral other members are his seniors. 


Mr. Bland is 08 years of age, is now in 


his eleventh consecutive term, and at the 
end of his present term, March 3, 1893, 
he will have served 22 years. In years 
of service in the house, however, "Ob- 
jector" Holman of Indiana exceeds all 
others who aro now members of the 
house. Mr. Holman is 71 years of age, 
entered the house in 1859, and with the 
exception of three terms (six years) he 
has been in congress ever since. 


Another member of the house entered 


that body earlier than Mr. Holman, but 
served only four years, and after an ab- 
sence of 32 years returned to the house 
this year. The latter is General Daniel 
E. Sickles, who first entered the house in 
1857.—Washington Post.
